To Death 


Jerusalem, Feb. 10. - 
The British’ authorities or- 
dered virtual martial law in 
YSerusalem, affective Thursday, 
and sentenced three more 
underground members to death 
after the Jewish Agency and 
Jewish National Council had 
rejected the seven-day ultima- 
tum to help suppress violence. 
The new denth sentences brought 
an immediate threat of reprisals by 
the Irgun Zval Leumi ‘and officials 
belleved the day's events had brought 
the Holy Land .to the brink of oa 
showdown between the British and 
the underground.

AGENCY'S REFUSAL | 

$ Jerusalem, Feb, 10. 
The Jewish Agency for P: ne 
in a seven-point reply to the Palestine 
Government's "ultimatum" — calling 
for Jewlsh collaboration in dealing 
with terrorism expressed the convie- 
lon that any appeal to resist ter- 
rorism on-the lines suggested by the 
Government would “not only he in- 
effective but Hkely to cause harm 
rather than good." 

Replying to Ivtter from the 
Palesting Chief Sceretary, Sir Henry 
Gurney, dated February 3, the 
Jewlsh Agency ‘says: “The Jewish 
community does not feel Itself able 
to resist terrorism activities In the 
manner suggested in your - letter, 
However determined to oppose « ter- 
rorism it cannol ‘make use’ of the 
resources of the Government, which 
's enforcing o policy regarded by 
the community as a break of the 
fundamental law of the country.” 
"The Jewish “National :Councii ‘for 
Palestine, which with the Jewish 
Agency were asked whether ‘they 
would be “prepared within. seven 
days to lend ald to the Government 
by co-operating with the police and 
armed forces in bringing to justice 
“members af terrorist groups,” in

The experiments and “barbarttles"* 
of the 23 Nazi physicians who were 
tried recently In Nuremberg “were 
contrary to the laws of humanity 
and the ethlenl practices of the medi- 


cal: profession which have prevailed |: 


for more than 20 centuries,” the 
Journal xoald. : . 


Tt alse indicted German medical 
organisations for faillng “to express 
in any manner thelr disapproval of 
{hese widely-known experiments.” 

An AMA representative, Dr A. C. 
Ivy of the University of Miindia, was 
hn member of the mission which In- 
vestivated “war crimes of a medical 
nature,” The Mission's report to 
the U.S. government revealed that 
hon-experimental crimes of the 
Nazis included: 


Mass killings of persons about: to 
die from disease, malnutrition, and 
old age; poor, workers placed on ao 
hunger dict and then killed .when 
they were wenkened from malnutri- 
fien; mass killings to make ryom in 
overcrowded concentration camps 
and prtsons;-and hundreds af thou- 
sands of gypsies, Poles and Russians 
killed by exposure.to fumes of potas. 
sium cyanide and by injection of 


various drugs, F 


Skeletons for Museum 


“One series of murders was done 
to provide skeletons for an anthropo- 
logical muscum,” the Journal sald. 

It reported on previously revealed 
Nazi experiments in which nude 
young women were forced to lie next 
to frzen men in an atfempt to re- 
vive them, . 

AN experiments involving bru- 
tality, torture ond = murder “were 
done without any basis in ‘any Jaws 
either of Germany or of the Hague 
Convention,” the Journal said, adding 
that certain Nazt ‘doctors performed 
experiments on humon — subjects 
without their consent, 

Dr Ivy's report to: the Sccretary 
of War Hsted 15 types of experi- 
ments, which included studies made 
to ascertain “how a population could 
be sterilised without their knowledge 
so that sterilisation could be accom- 
plished withsut the ‘fact becoming 
available for propagattda by the 
enemies of the Reich." 
““Custration by ordinary methods 
was tom open,” the journal said. 
“One method under study was to 
place the dried jJutce of a plant in 
the food of the population, 

: X-ray Castration 
.“Another method under study was 
to expose men and women to a 
castration dose of X-rays while they 
Were filling out governmental forms. 
A third method c:nsisted in injecting 
the cavity of the uterus ‘with a 
sterillsing agent during the course 
of a routine physical examination of 
the women of the population, 

“Even the number of women that 
could be sterilised in one day. by 
one assistant was estimated.” 

The Nazis olso studied transplan- 
tation of tlasues of various types, 
the Journal said, 2 

“Attempts were made to transplant 
-lees and other_organs—-which- animal 
experimentation huy shown to be 
impracticable, 

“tn cne instance a piece of thair- 
growing skint was transpluited to 
the nose of a Jewess." 

The journal suid “the inhumanity 
of these German physicians has stlr- 
red horror and disgust among phy~ 
sicians of every other nation of the 
workd, . 

“From no other medical profession 
has there cume evidence of anything 


resembling these sadistic procedures | 


berpctrated in the name of selene 
and camouflaged by a mask of reo 
rearch."—United Press,
